f The  "How  I Counsel"  tests  are  scored.  The  average  of  all  Gryphon  scores  was  33.1 
with  a range  from  20  to  44.  The  average  for  Dravo  was  31.6,  for  Drinker,  34.1,  and 
for  Richards,  33.5.  There  was  a tendency  for  counselors  to  score  higher  than  assis- 
tant counselors.  House  Fellows  all  scored  within  6 points  of  each  other.  The  average 
of  their  scores  was  32.3.  The  scores  are  correlated  to  some  extent  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  jargon  of  counselors.  Anyone  who  is  interested  may  obtain  his  test  score  from 
Fuzzy.  Fuzzy  plans  to  give  the  alternate  form  of  the  test  soon  to  obtaih  reliability 
data.
